■MHI repolae at Port Arthor with the 
livea of SO.tlOO mau. The dlspatoh 
aaye : 

*‘Newabee been received from re- 
liable eon roe that the Japaoeaa third 
army, on the night of Joly 11, at- 
tached Port Arthur and waa heavily 
defeated, an immetien number being 
killed by Rnssiao mine*. The total 
lone in ahont 80,000. 

There wa> great intereat throoghoot 
St Petersburg all thin afternoon for 
the farther delude of the disaster. It 
ha* developed that tho oftli til report, 
whiob wae at Brit aop|ioeed to eme 
nate directly from Viceroy Aletivff, 
waa not Npeoiflcaliy fathered by nim, 
but was given ont as a report reach 
ing hie headquarter* from ".Tapaneae 
aoureea." What tbeae eoureeH are haa 
not yet been explained. l’oa-lhly the 
report w*s intercepted by wireless 
telegraph, hot it it* more likely tbnt 
it came from the Rnaeian Consol at 
Cbetoo or the Rnaeian Con.ul at Tien 
Tata. 

A full report on the subject i* 
awaited from Lieutenant General 
Stoeaiel, commander of the military 
forcee at Port Arthur.

— Frank 
Owsley and John Johnson, colored, 
were hanged on the eamo aeatfold this 
morning lor the wenton murder of 
Jamea Donnelly, a grocer, laat New 
Year eve. 



The lower lake oppoaite Paducah in 
Illinois, haa i leimed anotlier victim 
Mr l«oy Dunn, of 821 South Third 
atreet, a well known brick layer, waa 
drowned at>ont 0 o’clock tbie morn 
Ing while Bshiog, hi* body being re- 
covered by hie companion* about an 
hour later A endden attaok of heart 
dleeese ia anppoeod to have been the 
eanae of Ida tragic fate. 

Mr Dnnn went acroea to the lake 
yesterday to Join a party of frieode 
who have been camping there for eev 
eral days. He oomplained of being ill 
lete ycetrrday afternoon while In a 
boat ont in the lake, aud wa* taken 
to oamp, where be *oon recovered. 
On account of hi* illoeae he decided 
to return to Padnoab tbl* morning 
instead of ataying a day or two 
longer, bnt wae etricken before he 
conlil catch the ferryboat ami return. 

Mr Donn did not complain when 
he arose tine morning, and rowed out 
among eonie bnehe* a few feet from 
the bank to fleh. 

Will Sweeny and Will Kane were 
ou the opposite hank in another boat, 
whioh wa* tied to the bank They 
ha-' lw*n talk tug. when Mr Dnnn .aid 
something about if they dido t nave 
any look whore they were, to ootue 
over where he wna. Three were the 
laat word* he ever uttered. In a mo- 
meni they raw him suddenly topple 
over and tall from Ida boat into the 
water. They ha.tened to untie their 
boat and rowed over to where he dis- 
appeared HI* hat wa* floating in the 
water, bnt w hen they reached under 
it there wae no head They waited for 
their companion to come op, bnt he 
never eamo They oould aee bnbblee 
where lie vanished, but hc'never came 
to the surface. 

Mr Sweeny haetily jumped in, 
and wae held by Mr. Kane while be 
dived ahont on the bottom and at 
tempted to locate Dnnn, bnt he wae 
un*uoce**ful. Ilia band touched noth 
ing bat weed* and bashes on the bot- 
tom of the lake. 

They then went to oamp and se 
oared a long pole and hook, aud in 
thta way about an boor after the trag 
edy, fonnd the body and raised it. 

Mr. ltnnn was anbjeot to attack* of 
heart disease, and it is believe! by hie 
companion* that he hail one this morn- 
ing They think lie was probably dead 
when he bit the water. 

Friend* from the camp came to the 
city at once end notified relatives, 
reaching here about 7 o’clock Mr. 
Pete Dunn, a brother of the deoeesed, 
accompanied by Messrs Joe Wagner, 
Lea Pnrdy and several others left at 
S o’clock in a skiff, lint the tv sl y wae 
found a short lime before they got 
there and waa brought to the city in a 
skiff and taken to the Efflnger under- 
taking eetahhehment. 

Among those in the oamp were: 
Will Mix, Will Kane, Will Berger, 
John Sweeny, John Kyle end Frit/. 
Berger. (itheri had been over at 
different time* during the encamp 
ment. but the above were about all 
there today when Mr. Dnnn was 
drowned. 

Coroner Peal held an inquest this 
afternoon at 1 o’clock at the Kttlnger 
establishment, and the evidence heard 
waa in accordance with the above. 
Mr. Dunn complained of being ill yes- 
terday, bnt seemed better today und 
was very cheerful when lie gave 
Meisra. Sweeny and Kane some min- 
nows about naif an hour before the 
drosvuing. 

It wae the opinion of hie compan- 
ions that he had a stroke of apoplexy 
or heart disease. llts boat was a tin 
one with ajr chambers and which can 
not sink or turn over, and had he not 
been sitting in the end be probably 



Chicago. Joly 14— Eighteen people 
were killed aud r>3 injured last night 
in acolltaionon the Chicago and East 
era Illinois railroad at Glenwood, 28 
mile* south of this city. 

The collision occurred between a 
picnic tram returning from Moments'. 
111., and a freight train, into the rear 
end of which it dashed. The picnic 
tram waa on t lie right band track, 
ootuing north, and the freight train 
waa on the left track A misplaced 
■witch threw the picnic train over on 
the left track, and before the engineer 
conlil apply the brakes it run at forty | 
miles an hour into the rear of the 1 
freight. The engine, baggage cur and 
fltat ooarh of the picnic train were de- j 
molished, and all of the killed and 
injored were on t h engine and In the 
two care.

He waa genial and friendly, 
end everybody liked him. He had 
friends everywhere, and bis death 
oame as a great shock to them. He 
was 82 years old and nnmartiod. He 
leaves a mother and one brother, Mr. 
Pete Dnnn. 

The funeral arrangement* have not 
Ait been made. 



Messrs. Rob Intbrie, Otla H. Gate* 
and H O. Ilengstler, three young men 
from Washington, D. 0., are at tbe 
Palmer House. They arrived in Pa- 
ducah yesterday afternoon late in 
small rowboats, enroot* from Wash- 
ington to the World’s Fair in SL 
Louis. They started at the head 
waters of tbe Tennessee river in the 
mountain! of West Virginia, and likve 
come the entire diatanoe from the 
mountains in their frail boat, lending 
at Padnoab after a trip of several 
weeks 

They intended to go all the way to 
St. Looia by river, from here to Oalro 
by tbe Ohio and from there np the 
Misaiaaippi, bnt learned that their 
trip had consumed more time than 
they eipecled, and decided to go Hie 
remainder of the diatanoe by rail. 
They shipped their boats tills morning 
by tbe Southern Express Company, 
and lea*e this evening. They are all 
yoong oollege boy*. 

Tbe three young men are stodenta 
in Colombian University, Washing 
ton, D. O. , and made tbe trip simply 
tor the pleasure it afforded Messrs. 
Oates and Imbrie are both in the gov- 
'•foment vaologioal service and have 
to return at an early dale, Mr. Oates 
going to Washington today at noon by 
rail. M"*ars. Imbrie and Hengstler. 
however, will take their canoes and 
paddle to Cairo tomorrow and ship 
their ontflt home, after whioh they 
will proceed to St. Lonis by boat. 

Mr. Hengstler stated: “We have 
never Imen better treated in oor lives 
than on this trip. We started from 
Washington on June 18th and shipped 
onr stuff to Bridgeport, Tcnn., where 
we made a start. We encountered 
mu h trouble in tbe Frenoh Broad 
which is full of almala and rapids and 
part of the time wc bad to wade. We 
traveled in two ranoea eapeoially 
made for the trip. They measure 18 
and 14 feet, and are named “The 
Kid’’ and “Papoose," respectively. 
We traveled on an average cf 35 miles 
a day and camped out at night, car- 
rying onr tent* and otensila, eto. , in 
waterproof bags. Tbe entire outfit 
we igb ml a boot 1 000 pounds and onr 
canoes 1 00 pound* each. One danger 
on* tbiog we did waa to shoot the 
“Sook" in Tenneaace river, located 
about 100 miles above Chattanooga. “ 

The yenng gentlemen are members 
of the Columbian College Canoe Club 
and know of bnt one other trip made 
wbuli outdoes theiia, this being made 
in 1880 from the Alleghanejs to the 
Golf of Mexioo. The young gentlemen 
traveled a distance of 830 miles and 
their arms and faces are badly tanned, 
bnt other than tbelr apppearanoe they 
are none the worse for the trip.
